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International Vesakhapuja Day of May is 
considered as the most significant and auspicious day for 
Buddhists all over the world, in commemoration of the 
birth, the enlightenment and the death of the Buddha. 
VISAKHA means the sixth month in the lunar calendar. 
The occasion is observed each year on the full moon day 
of the sixth lunar month and UN announced Fifty-fourth 
session Agenda item 174 International recognition of the 
Day of Vesak. The General Assembly, The United Nations 
General Assembly at its 79th plenary meeting on 
December 15, 1999 adopted the resolution on international 
recognition of the Day of Vesak at the United Nations 
Headquarters and other United Nations offices. The 
resolution, sponsored by Sri Lanka and 34 other countries, 
recognizes that the Day of the Full Moon in the month of 
May each year is the day most sacred to Buddhists. It was 
made to acknowledge the hope expressed by the 
International Buddhist Conference, held in Sri Lanka in 
November 1998. The International Buddhist Conference 
was attended by many countries with Buddhist population. 
Among them were Bangladesh, Bhutan, Cambodia, China, 
Laos, India, Indonesia, Nepal, Pakistan, South Korea, 
ThailandandVietnam. 

Acknowledging the hope expressed by the 
International Buddhist Conference, held in Sri Lanka in 
November 1998, that the Day of Vesak, the Day of the 
Full Moon in the month of May each year, be 
internationally recognized and, in particular, at United 
Nations Headquarters and other United Nations offices. 
Recognizing that the Day of Full Moon in the month of 
May each year is the day most sacred to Buddhists, who 
commemorate, on that day, the birth of the Buddha, his 
attainment of enlightenment and his passing away. 

Considering that international recognition at 
United Nations headquarters and other United Nations 
offices would constitute acknowledgement of the oldest 
religions tin the world, Buddha has made, for over two and 
a half millennia, and continues to make to the spirituality 
of humanity. 

On VISAKHA PUJA Day, Buddhists in Thailand 
usually visit temple for religious practices, merit making 
and sermon-listening as well as meditation practice. In the 
evening, they join candle or torch-lit procession, known as 
WIAN THIAN , held in all temples across the country. 
Those joining the WIAN THIAN ceremony walk around 
the monastery chapel three times with flowers, three 
glowing incense sticks and a lighted candle in their hands 



to pay homage to the Buddha, Dhamma and Sangha. 
Buddhists or non-Buddhists alike are urged each year to 
observe the significant VISAKHA PUJA Day, which has 
now gained international recognition. Thai people, 95 
percent of whom are Buddhists, take pride in this 
recognition. 

On 16-22 May, 2005, the Royal Ground in 
Bangkok, was the venue of the celebration and 
commemoration, throughout the whole Vesak week, there 
were many activities concerning with Buddhist matters 
such as chantings, meditation, dhamma talks, dhamma- 
discussion, supported by Thai government.

Today people all over th world s yearning for peace. They cry out loud for peace. But peace is not there, East, 
West, North and South; in rich or poor countries, in developed, developing countries or even the third world 
countries. Every day all we hear is about bombs exploding here and there and people killed; property destroyed; 
families broken; peace shattered! This is because people have been overlooking the key human mind. The mind, 
although basically pure, gets tained with selfishness and jealousy (issa and macchariya) and moreover prevents 
peace. The mind is the key to peace! Only spiritual development via vipassana meditation can neutralize the 
colouring of the mind with selfishness and jealousy. This will lead to a peaceful way of life. Neutralization of 
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the defilement is necessary for peace. The today world is full of danger. Bomb explosions occur every few 
minutes. Many are conditioned to behave violently. Unless this defilement is cleansed they will remain violent 
and dangerous. Vipasana could do the cleaning of the mind. Spiritual development is mental development and is 
like winning the inner enemy. Once this battle is won, the outer enemy or obstacles to peace is overcome. Thus 
the need for vipassana should be underlined. Traditionally Sangha have two duties called Ghanhta dhura and 
Vipassana Dhura. The former is mainly concerned with teaching and learning while the latter practicing. 
According to the Tipitaka, the outer enemy or negative environmental conditions preventing peace, can be 
contained temporarily by keeping the five precepts. Peace is there only as long as the precepts are kept. The 
inner enemy or defilement (kileas) of the mind can be contained only by vipassana. This will also lead to 
permanent containment of the outer enemy and lead to ever lasting peace. Hence vipassana is needed to induce 
permanent lasting peace. There are many vipassana methods in Buddhism. They are waiting for us to come and 
see as they really are.
